He Won’t Run—Maybe 


If one hazards a guess that President Roosevelt will not 
be a candidate for a third term, he can find plenty of peo- 
ple who support that prediction. 

Likewise, if one is confident the nation’s executive will 
accept the nomination at the Chicago convention, many peo- 
ple supposedly ‘‘in the know”’ will concur in that ‘‘guess’’ 

And so the great national secret remains a secret. One 
columnist has referred to President Roosevelt as the ‘‘great- 
est keeper of a secret in American polities’. Probably the 
principal reason the ‘‘secret’’ has not been divulged is be- 
cause the president himself doesn’t know the answer. On 
the other hand, if he has known the answer, he has known 
enough to keep it a secret and to keep his powerful influence 
intact. 

Ask any person on the streets of Upland today for a fore- 
cast on President Roosevelt’s decision. You will get about 
as many ‘‘He will not run’’ answers as you will otherwise. 
Our modest prediction is with the ‘‘He will not run”’ group. 

If he declines the nomination, President Roosevelt is as- 
sured of a permanent place in the nation’s history. No other 
president in the White House for eight years has had such 
overwhelming national support as has President Roosevelt. 
Four more years—and the public approval probably would 
wane, 

His refusal to accept or to be ‘‘drafted’’ could be enun- 
ciated in a highly dramatic scene. He is likely to choose 
to announce his refusal in such a scene at the Democratic 
convention in Chieago next week. 

Wendell Willkie undoubtedly is an important figure in 
determining the president’s decision. Had the Republicans 
nominated someone less likely to win, we believe it is quite 
certain President Roosevelt would decline to make the race 
for a third term. 

The other day a White House caller told the president: 


There isn’t anyone who ean lick him but you.’’ The vis- 
itor squarely presented the issue. 
Nevertheless, we believe the president avill ‘‘choose not 
to run’’ 
ee 
Better Than L. A.—In Growth 
Los Angeles boosters are apparently elated over the re- 
port of a 20 per cent population gain in the last 10 years. 


Their enthusiasm is justefied.
